The president came to Indianapolis 
to address meetings of good roads ai- 
Yocates and farmers, review an auto- 
mobile parade celebrating good voads 
day of the Indiana centennial and at- 
tend a non-partisan lunch of ieadirng 
Indiananians. Crowds which packel 
the streets for blocks greeted him. in 
his first set speech he spoke of the 
zood done by highways in preventing 
sectionalism.

He repeated his former decla- 
rations in favor of a league of nations 
to maintain peace. 

Bordering on the political, the presi- 
dent declared that “talking ‘through 
the hat’ ought to be a dead industry,” 
and that every man who speaks in pub- 
lic should have the motto “put up or 
shut up” He added that he was will- 
ing to “take my own medicine,” and 
that “if I don’t put up, I am ready to 
shut up.”

The British troops have reached the 
outskirts of the important town of 
Seres in Greek Macedonia, north of

London reports that the town is strong- 
ly held by the Teutonic allies. West- 
ward the village of Brod, which lies in 
Serbia, southeast of Monastir, has been 
captured by the Serbians. Both Ber- 
lin and Sofia report the repulse of at- 
tacks along the Cerna river and on 
both sides of the Vardar. 

That the British have gained some 
additional ground north of Thiepval, 
south of the Ancre river in France, and 
on the Sars-Gueudecourt line, is indi- 
cated in the Berlin official communica- 
tion, which says British attacks here 
failed “for the most part” before the 
German curtain of fire.

are mapped in the memory of every 
man of the 3,000 who followed General! 
Walter A. Harris in what was in all 
probability the last long march of the 
state’s guard after fifteen weeks of 
life in the tented city of Camp Harris. 

In camp just as the bugles sounded 
the call to quarters the men ié@ned up 
in their company streets, their first 
sergeants dismissed their companies, 
the brigade hurried weary and.footsore 
to their squad tents and the word came 
from Governor's Island that Georgia's 
troops were ordered to the border. 

Message to Couper Winn. 

The message came to Major 
D. Winn, Jr., the brigade adjutant, 
and was carried across the general's 
plaza to the camp commander. There 
was no pomp, no ceremony. One sol- 
dier of rank carried the message to 
his zeneral. In the moon-flung 
shadow of the white flax staff the 
brigade bugler sounded “taps.” The 
candles were snuffed in the tents, the 
laughing and the talking sunk to 
whispers and trailed into dreams. The 
War department had ordered Georgia 
to the border. 

There was no wakening call. The 
work was. already done Battalions 
were ready for the word to move. 
Colonels were holding their regiments 
with curb bits. And with the morrow 
will begin the counting. of the. cars 
that will pack into the camp siding 
day by day until the regiments are 


ready. 
Just as soon as the railroads 


can get tourist cars to Macon in sui-

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RATES ON COTTON SEED 
~ CONSIDERED BY BOARD 


Representatives of Cotton Seed 
Oil and Fertilizer Con- 
cerns Attend. 


The proposal of S. G. Rains, of the 
Seaboard Air Line railroad, presenting 
to the state railroad commission, at 
the rate hearing Thursday afternoon, 
their proposals as to changes in the 
Georgia rates on cotton linters, was 
the subject of spirited discussion, es- 
pecially in regard to the proposal that 
the rate proposed by the carriers shall 
include compression at the option of 
the carrier. 

Both H. W. B. Glover and S. Linthi- 
cum, of the Southern Cotton Oil cdém- 
pany, questioned Mr. Rains as to the 
necessity for such a rate, Mr. Rains 
taking the position that failure to com- 
press was of no particular benefit to 
the carriers, since the increased bulk 
of shipments would eat up the saving 
in the cost of compressing, and stat- 
ing that compression should be option- 
al for the reason that it depends large- 
ly upon the* purpose for which a ship- 
ment of linters is made as to whether 
or not the shipper desires it com- 
pressed. He stated that it is the pur- 
pose of the carriers to carry linters 
“fat” or compressed as the shipper 
may desire. 

There was also discussion as to the 
average loading, carload, of linters, 
“flat” and compressed, and the relative 
extent of movement of the two. 

Asked Change in Rating. 

Mr. Rains asked the commission to 
change the rating of cotton linters 
from the present Georgia classification 
of class R to sixth class, which is the 
Southern classification, stating that the 
carriers consider class R is unreason- 
ably low and is out of line with cot- 
ton. 

Mr. Rains stated that the demand for 
linters in the manufacture of muni- 
tions since the outbreak of the war 
has practically eliminated the use of 
this commodity for other purposes. 

Interest in and attendance upon the 
rate hearing before the state railroad 
commission picked up Thursday. 

Among representatives of 
seed oil and fertilizer concerns at- 
tending the hearing were H. W. B. 
Glover, representing’ the Virginia- 
Carolina Chemical company and the 
Southern Cotton Oil company; J. O. 
Cromwell, representing Swift & Co.; 
Cc. W. Bridger, also representing the 
Southern Cotton Oil company; R. A. 
P. Walker, representing the American 
Cotton Oil company, and S. Linthicum, 
representing the Empire Cotton Oil 
company. 

The proposed rates on cotton seed 
were presented by N. B. Wright, gen- 
eral freight agent of the Central of 
Georgia railroad, asking carload rates 
generally lower than the present any 
quantity rates prescribed by the Geor- 
gia commission, except for distances 
under 17 miles and distances between 
82 and &7 miles, Except for these mile- 
age groups, the proposed carload 
rates are either the same as or lower 
than the present rates prescribed by 
the commission. The proposed rate's 
represent a split between ‘he rates 
prescribed by the commission, which 
are used by the Southern and Atlantic 
Coast line, and the lower rates used 


by the Central of Georgia, the A., B. 
& A. and the Seaboard. 


Represent Slight Increases.

Mr. Thomas said his information 
showed that the Kingstonian was thou- 
sands of miles from Nantucket last 
Sunday. 

As the Kingstonian is in the service 
of the British admiralty, Mr. Thomas 
was not permitted to indicate the port 
at which she had arrived. This infor- 
mation confirms the opinion held by 
marine men here that the report of the

Captain Wilson, of the British 
steamer Strathdene, another U-boat

He understood the 
reply to be “Kingston,” and later, after 
the submarine had torpedoed the same 
vessel, Captain Wilson reported to the 
Nantucket lightship the loss of the 
supposed “Kingston.” There was no 
record of any steamer of that name, 


but it was thought possible that the 
Kingstonian might be the submarine’s 
victim, as her movements are not re- 
corded in maritime registers because 
of her work for the British admiralty. 
The theory how held by = shipping 
agents here fs that the vessel hailed 
by the Strathdene was the Knudsen. 

The first British steamer to leave 
this port since the appearance of the 
U-boat was reported sailed today. She 
is the Corunna, a coal freighter, bound 
for Louisburg, C. ‘ A few hours 
later the Leyland liner Memphian with 
a big cargo, largely grain, ‘sailed for 
Manchester, ‘England. 

The steamer Kansan, which was held 
up by the German submarine early 
Sunday morning and was later allowed 
to proceed to this port, where she took 
on horses for Genoa, Italy, is now ex- 
pected to sail tomorrow. The delay 
her departure on account of fear 
the submarine off the coast has been 
costly to her charterers, the Franco- 
Canada line, it is said, as the charter 


price is understood to be $2,300 a day, 
or nearly $100 an hour.

While the women of England are keeping 
the munition factories going by the most 
efficient service, those of Canada are like- 
wise filling the places in these factories of 
the men who are at the front. 

This service of women workers in Can- 
ada is a comparatively recent experiment, 
but it has been so eminently successful that, 
as stated in The Montreal Star, the women 
now command the same wages of the men 
they have replaced. “The lowest wages 
paid any of the women is $2 per day, and 
many of them make as much as $4.50 per 
day.” 

These women have done so well in the 
munitions department of the Grand Trunk 
railway shops that it is said the company 
“believes it will prove expedient to employ 
women in the locomotive worRs as well.” 

Aside from a patriotic purpose, the 
women are encouraged by the fact that 
“they were taken on at the same wage as 
the men,” and The Montreal Star says as to 
results obtained through their work: 


Ontario manufacturers, under the 
guidance of the imperial munitions board, 
inspected a number of munitions plants 
here reeently and what they saw proved 
a revelation, especially in reference to 
the great work being done by women. 
That Canadian manufacturers are able to 
do as much as they are doing is due in 
no small measure to the manner in which 
the women have come forward and 
tackled work which ordinarily would be 
considered unsuitable for them.

lingly abandoned their lighter and more 
agreeable employment and taken up the 
tasks of men. “We don’t like to make mu- 
nitions to kill fathers and sons,” some of 
them have said, “but we are as patriotic as 
our sisters of England.

Mr. Bruce stated that the stick was miade 
by Lieutenant Henry, who at that time was 
with General Beauregard when the flag 
fell. Lieutenant Henry presented it to his 
friend, Mr. J. J. Toon, whose widow after- 
wards presented it to Mr. Bruce. Mr. Toon 
at one time refused $500 for the cane. It is 
a valuable relic of 1861, when Beauregard 
occupied Fort Sumter, and of particular in- 
terest to all South Carolinians. The chapter 
gave a rising vote of appreciation to Mr. 
Bruce for the g.ft, which will first ‘bbe sent 
to Richmond for safe keeping until the Stone 
Mountain monument archives is ready for 
use.

WILL CONSIDER BETTER MARKETS 
FOR DIVERSIFIED CROPS IN STATE 


= 


The subject of better markets for di- 
versified crops will be the theme for dis- 
cussion at all Georgia Products day cele- 
brations on November 18 throughout the state 
this year. This has been absolutely decided 
upon by the officials of the Georgia Cham- 
ber of ‘Commerce and notices to this effect 
will go out through the state within the 
next few days. It is ‘expected that the cele- 
bration of the day this year, both in number 
and size, will eclipse any of the past. 

W. B. Hunter, president of the Georgia 
Fruit exchange, who spoke at the third an- 
nual meeting of ‘the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce in Macon on the subject of “Bet- 
ter Markets,” when asked whatsteps seemed 
necessary for the establishing of local mar- 
kets under the plan suggested at the Macon 
meeting, said: 

“First, a realization by the business men 
that such a market is necessary for the full- 
est development of that section. 

“Second, the immediate undertaking of 
the preliminary work looking toward the se- 
lection of desirable and suitable crops. If 
an individual be‘found who will undertake 
the new industry, let him do the preliminary 
work. li no such individual steps forward, 
then the business men ought not to wait for 
him, but should appoint a committee, or, 
better still, one man to take up this ques- 
tion of desirable and suitable crops with 
the United States department of agriculture, 
the Georgia department of agriculture, the 
Georgia College of Agriculture, the govern- 
ment, state and county demonstration agents, 


| 


or the service committee of the Georgia State 
Horticultural society. This work, in my 
opinion, is of paramount importance, for 
upon the careful selection of proper crops 
rests the success of the undertaking. 

“Since the Georgia Fruit exchange is the 
only agency in the state at the present 
time equipped to distribute perishables, the 
local assembler would do well to register 
himself with that organization, put himself 

position to do car-lot business through 

and secure the information he needs, as 

the time he can market each perishable 

best advantage, how to grade it, how to 
pack it, how to mark it, how to load his 
cars, what package to use and where to find 
it, ete. This will assure proper marketing 
of car-lot shipments. 

“At the same time he ought to take up 
with the express companies and the railroad 
marketing bureaus, who make it their busi- 
ness to do just this, the question of the dis- 
tribution of his less-than-car-lot business. 

“For the distribution of grains, grasses, 
etc., the Georgia Chamber of Commerce, it 
seems to me, would be just the body to work 
up lists of wholesale handlers already in the 
field, and arrange for them to give detailed 
instructions as to grading and packing and 
shipping. 

“The same procedure might be followed 
as to live stock. This is merely suggestive. 


It is capable of being worked out in great 
detail, and as it is a subject of enormous 
bearing on the welfare of the state, there is 
no doubt the best brains in the state can 
be brought to bear upon the subject.” 


PROGRESS OF SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK 
IN STATE DESCRIBED BY D. W. SIMS 


The sessions of the Atlanta School of 
for Sunday School workers, held 
Thursday, were featured iby the excellent ad- 
dresses of Dr. A. T. Robertson, of the South- 
ern Baptist Theological seminary of Louis- 
ville, Ky., and by the account of the growth 
of the sunday school movement in Georgla 
given ‘by D. W. Sims, state secretary. Dr. 
2obertson, who has written several commen- 


tations on the New Testament, has charmed 
hig audiences by his lectures on the “Book 
of St. John” each night. 

Sterling L. Williams made a great plea for 
more men in the Bible classes of Atlanta, 
giving in detail the plan of the campaign 
put on in Kansas City recently, which re- 
sulted in about 15,000 men joining Bible 
classes. This movement among the men 
also caused a large number of women and 
younger people to join other classes. Mr. Wil- 
liams’ enthusiasm is one of his chief assets. 

One feature of last night’s meeting was 
an address on “Steps of Progress in Sunday 
School Work” by the state secretary, LD. W. 
Sims. He took up the Sunday school move- 
ment from its origin with Robert Rakes, in 
1780, and brought it down to the present 
day. He gave many facts about the prog- 
ress of. Sunday school work in Georgia since 
he came into the state as general secretary 
four years ago. 

“Four years ago,” he said, “Georgia had 
two county Sunday school associations or- 
ganized according to the international stand- 
ard. Now 135 are organized. Four years 
ago there was not nor ever had been a ban- 
in Sunday school work in Georgia. 
Now there are 52. Then there was not a 
gold star county in the state. Now there are 
15, Fulton being among that number. 

“As is generally known, a gold star coun- 
ty is one in which every Sunday school 
furnishes a statistical report to the county 
organization, makes a contribution to the 
county or state organization, has representa- 
tives at the division conventions of the coun- 
ty and the county also holds at least a two- 
day county convention. Four years ago 
Georgia had no state Sunday school office 
from which free ‘leaflets on better methods 
of Sunday school work were distributed. 
During the past year from the office of the 
state association at 1519 Hurt building, near- 
ly three-quarters of a million pages of free 
leaflets were mailed out. The average was 
1.840 a day. It required 157 letters per 
day to mail these over the state. 

“Four years ago the state association had 
no employed workers. Now five people are 
employed on full time, traveling over the 
state holding county conventions and insti- 
tutes. In the past twelve months these work- 
ers attended 504 meetings and addressed 60,- 
836 people. Four years ago there were 
less than 20 Sunday school officers in the 
state. Now there are 948 and the time 
they give as volunteer helpers of Sunday 
school work is equivalent to the full time of 
seven people. 

“The first Go-to-Sunday School day ever 
observed in Georgia was planned, advertised 
and put on by the Georgia Sunday School 
association February 12, 1914. The move- 
ment caused such @ success that one of the 
denominations has since tried the plan as a 
denominational asset. The second Go-to-Sun- 
day School day was observed February 13, 
of this year, when probably more than 50,000 
ple attended Sunday school than would

| have attended except for this state-wide 


movement of all denominations. The next 
Georgia Go-to-Sunday School day, February 
11, 191%, is already being advertised. Other 
states have caught the idea from Georgia 
and on February 11, 1917, Alabama, South 
Carolina, Arkansas and Mississippi will fol- 
low Georgia and have their Go-to-Sunday 
School day on the same date. 

“Because of the county organizations and 
a county and division conventions being 
held and the distribution of free leaflets 


on better methods of Sunday school work 
Sunday school interest and enthusiasm is 
constantly gaining throughout the state. One 
reason for this is that in practically every 


convention or institute held under the au- 
spices of the state association banner school 
charts are put up and leaflets given away 


on this plan of work. 

“Before the counties of Georgia were or- 
ganized four years agoand the plan of coun- 
ty and division conventions inaugurated, the 
Sunday school enrollment of the state in- 
creased from 14,000 to 18,000 per year; this in- 
cluded the gein of all denominations. Since 
the organization of the counties and the 
work of the State Sunday School association 
has gotten underway the Sunday school en- 
roliment of Georgia last Year increased 60,000 
or a little more than three times what it 
was increased before the organization of 
the State Sunday School association. There 
has also been a considerable increase in the 
number of Sunday schovgls.”

The 1916 "world’s series established 
some records of its own. Even if it 
seemed apparent to everycne that ir 
was a foregone conclusion as to who 
would win the series, the attendance 
and receipts failed to be affected. _ 

The players’ ‘share from the series, 
$162,927.45, is the largest purse that 
the players kave ever divided in the 
world’s series, surpassing last years 
by eighteen thousand-odd dollars. 

Prior to the start of the series it 
Was announced that 26 Red Sox were 
eligible for division of receipts. Each 
of these twenty-six men will receive 
$4,759.86, or a little better than $700 
a day or at the rate of about $60 a 
minute, arguing that they worked two 
hours a day. The Red Sox players 
share was $97,756.47. - 

Twenty-three Brooklyn 
Dodgers will receive $2,833.52, which 
as a loser’s bit is some bit as we see 
it; $65,170.98 was divided between the 
2% eligibles.

Is Relieved of Duty But De- 
tained in , Camp — Early 
Court-Martial Probable on 
Account of Movement to 
Border. 


Macon, Ga., October 12.—(Special.)— 
Major Isaac T. Catron, of the First bat- 
talion of the Fifth regiment, has been 
ordered confined to quarters at Camp 
Harris, pending a court-martial for 
criticising his superior officer, Colonel 
Orville Hall, regimental commander, in 
connection with the recent election of 
Captain R..M. Beck to the dieutenant 
colonelcy of the, regiment. 

Major Catron recently returned from 
Atlanta, where, it is said, he went in 
connection with charges he and two 
other majors of the Fifth, Majors Pres- 
ton and Leahy, had conferred with 
Governor Harris, protesting against the 
issue of a commission to Captain Beck, 
in which, it is alleged, they charged 
that Colonel Hall coerced men of the 
Fifth into voting for Captain Beck. 

Just when the court-martial will be 
held could not be learned today, Colonel 
Hall refusing to discuss the matter one 
way or the other. He said that it was 
purely a military matter and could not 
be threshed out in the newspapers. 

At brigade heudquarters it was ad- 
mitted that in the day report received 
from the Fifth regiment it was report- 
ed that Major Catron had been or- 
dered confined to camp, but that no 
reason had been given. 

Early Action Probable. 

Major Cooper D. Winn, of General 
Harris’ staff, said that the matter was 
an internal one and very little was 
known about it at brigade headquar- 
ters. It is not believed that specific 
charges have as yet been filed against 
Major Catron, but there will be very 
little delay in doing so because of the 
fact that the brigade is hourly expect- 
ing orders to prepare to entrain for 
the border, and it is desired to have the 
matter settled one way or the other 
before the trip to the border begins. 

Major Catron was not in charge of 
his battalion today, Captain Homer J. 
Weaver having been assigned to the 
command temporarily. 

As soon as Colonel Hall learned offi- 
cially that the commission had been 
issued to Lieutenant Colonel Beck, it 
is stated that he started an investiga- 
tion to learn who had made the charges 
against him of meddling in the election 
in favor of Captain Beck and it is 
believed that the action against Major 
Catron resulted from the information 
thus received. : 

Is Native of Kentucky. 

Major Catron is a native of Ken- 
tucky and saw many years of military 
service in that state before coming to 


Georgia. He was first a lieutenant in ' 


the Second Kentucky infantry in 1898 
and was a hospital steward in the 
Fourth Volunteer Kentucky infantry 
during the Spanish-American war. In 
1902 he entereg the Fifth Georgia regi- 
ment in the machine gun battery as a 
private. He was made captain of com- 
pany A in 1914 and of the Atlanta 
Guards in 1906 and became major of 
the first battalion in 1907.

Attacked 
by the fire of our artillery, they were 
repulsed each time, incurring very seri- 
ous losses. 

“During the afternoon our infantry, 

by new and vigorous assaults, en- 
larged and completed the conquest of 
the previous day, especially in the zone 
of Sober, Gorizia and on the slopes of 
hills 343 and 144, to the east of the 
village of Novavilla. On the Carso we 
have taken an additional 1,771 prison- 
ers, including thirty-five officers. 
“In all we captured on the front of 
the Julian Alps from August 6 to the 
present time a total of 30,881 prisoners, 
of whom 726 were officers.

TEUTONS PURSUE

Berlin, October 12.—(Via London.)— 
Teuton troops are pursuing the Ruma- 
nian forces on the whole eastern 
Transylvanian front, says the cfficial] 
Statement, issued today ‘by the Ger- 
man army headquarters staff. The 
second Rumanian army, the announce- 
ment adds, has been driven back into 
the frontier positions. 

The announcement follows: 

“In the Maros valley the enemy was 
unable to resist an eneircling attack. 
Further north also he is beginning to 
retreat. He is being pursued on the 
whole eastern Transylvania front.

The nations want peace. [f 
the contrary be said in any country, 
then it is absolutely untrue. 

. Willing to Retire. 

“The French nation is kept igno- 
rant of the fact that it could see its 
country as well as Belgium stil] free 
today of German troops without shed- 
ding one more drop of blood and with- 
out losing one more square foot of 
soil, What do these nations still fight 
for? That the French shall stay in 
France. That the Belgians shail stay 
in Belgium. That the Germans shall 
stay in Germany. This is the main 
basis upon which the coming peace will 
be constructed. 

“Distress reigns in all countries. 
Bread in England is dearer than it 
is with us. More than one million chil- 
dren in Engiand are underfed so great- 
ly that they are unable to follow in- 
Structions in the schools. From France 
the most pitiful complaints are heard. 


Italy suffers from famine already. Rus- 
sia had better not be mentioned.” 

Count Westarp, conservative leader, 
said the objects of the war as pro- 
Claimed by the socialist party were ac- 
ceptable to him. 

We must have territorial integrity, 
Political independence and free  eco- 
nomic evolution for Germany,” he de- 
clared. He then protested against Herr 
Scheidemann’s declaration that the 
French could have peace without los- 
ing one square foot of territory. 

No,” Count Westrap declared. “What 
we have conquered at the cost of our 
blood we will hold as long as necessary 
in order to assure the futurity of the 
German nation.” 

The concluding speech was made by 
the socialist member, Herr David. 


Question Thoroughly Discussed. 


Herr Bassermann faced a full house, 
Virtually every deputy being present, 
while the galleries were jammed. Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, the imperial 
chancellor, with Foreign Minister von 
Jagow; Secretary Helfferich, of the 
imperial treasury, and the other min- 
isters filled the ministerial benches. 

Herr Bassermann made a short re- 
port of the general international 
Situation, emphasizing the entente’s 
pressure On neutral powers and its ef- 
forts to force Greece into the war. He 
then read the committee’s recommen- 
dations. 

“The committee occupied itself with 
a thorough discussion of the question 
of submarine warfare,” the report 
read, “the members of all parties and 
the representatives of the govern- 
ment participating. All the naval, 
technical, military, economic and po- 
litical aspects were thoroughly investi- 
The deliberations 
were conducted under the impression 
of the high importance of the ques- 
tion, strictly upon the merits of the 
case and with a general desire to 
serve the interests of the Fatherland. 

“An agreement could not be reached 
in the committee, which, therefore, re- 
frained from making a decision. The 
committee recommends that the reichs- 
tag in its deliberations abstain from a 
discussion of submarine warfare. It 
bases this attitude upon the standpoint 
that a thorough discussion of the 
naval, technical, military, economic and 
political details is impossible without 
injury to the interests of the Father- 
land, but on the other hand that with- 
out such thorough discussion the sub- 
ject could not be completely cleared 
u hag 


Chancellor's Enemies Denounced. 


The recommendation had been adopt- 
ed by a vote of 24 to 4, the dissenters 
being conservative and radical social- 
ist committee men. 

Dr. Peter Spahn, leader of the Catho- 
lic center party, followed Herr Bas- 
sermann, He said that he had left the 
imperial chancellor the decision on the 
propriety of making at some future 
time further announcements regarding 
submarine warfare. Germany’s atti- 
tude toward other countries, particu- 
larly America, which were extensively 
discussed in committee, must be based. 
said Dr. Spahn, not upon sympathies 
or antipathies, but upon ermany’s 
own interests. 

Philip Scheidemann, socialist, vigor- 
ously denounced the elements hostile 
to the chancellor which for months, he 
declared, had shrunk from no methods, 
however base, to overthrow the chan- 
cellor and prevent the reforms which 
he had promised. 

Tells of German Successes, 


In his speech at the opening of yes- 
terday’s reichstag session Major Bas- 
sermann said: 

“Our enemies tell us they have im- 
posed upon us an order of warfare that 
has foreed us into the defensive, when 
at this very time we are rejoicing over 
the manner in which the German spirit 
of the offense is winning success in the 
war against the Rumanians in Transyl- 
vania, in Dobrudja and on the Danube. 
We. proudly point to the success of our 
navy in its victory in the Skagerrak 
under the glorious leadership of Ad- 
mirals Hipper and Scheer. In these 
achievements of our navy we recognize 
the spirit of the master of the German 
navy, Grand Admiral von Tirpitz.” 

Major Bassermann expressed confi- 
dence that the firm will*of the German 
nation would bring the war to a vic- 
torious end ana “subdue the hostile 
spirit of the British government and 
the British people.” 

The speaker pleaded for the aboli- 
tion of the censorship. He said the 
committee had received the impression 
that the “military situation everywhere 
was satisfactory and hopeful.” 

Herr Naumann, radical leader, allud- 
ed to the Teutonic victories in Tran- 
sylvania, and expressed admiration for

British hostility, he said, had reached 
tts climax in the speech of David 
Lloyd-George, the minister of war. 
Herr Naumann alluded to the causes 
of the war, insisting that the only 
means of avoiding resort to arms 
would have been direct communication 
between Vienna and St. Petersburg, 
which was rendered impossible by Rus- 
sian mobilization. Great Britain had 
been able to prevent this, as she rec- 
ognized the dangers underlying this 
mobilization, as was shown by the 
warnings of Ambassador Buchanan to 
Foreign Minister Sasonoff. She ought 
to have followed the example furnish- 
ed by the German chancellor, declared 
the speaker. when, on July 30, 1914, he 
declared to Vienna: ‘‘We refuse to let 
ourselves be drawn into a world war 


filled with admiration and gratitude 
for the German army and navy and rec- 
ognized the successes obtained. 
“The committee looks forward with 
complete confidence,” its report said, 
“to the future military development in 
all the war theaters. The result of the 
last war loan proved once more the 
firm trust of our nation. Our armed 
forces and our people stand firmly 
united in a war of defense forced 
upon us.” 

Dr. Peter Spahn, leader of the Catho- 
lic party, also emphasized the contri- 
dence of the German nation in the mili- 
tary situation. He objected against 
the seizure of the Palazzo Venezia, the 
former seat of the Austro-Hungarian 
embassy in Rome, by the Italian gov- 
ernment, describing Italy’s action as 
“a hostile act against the Pope and an 
attack against the Holy See.”
